English and Coiiiiut'ulal Echoes. 



We^conlinuo our synopsis of late English 
nod Coniinonial news : Mr. A. S. Hewilt, a 
Pennsjlvaniun ironmaster, has been exam- 
ined before tho Commission on Trades' Unions. 
Ho says that unions exist all over America, 
and described a case at Pittsburg in which 
three or lour murders liad been committed to 
keep off outsiders. In another inptanco the 
miners in New Jordey stopped without notice, 
aud compelled all miners they could reach 
to leave work also. The labourers, however, 
aro usually Irish, the Eoglisb, like the 
Americans, doiti^ the work of supervision, 
and the Scotch rising so las! in life that they 
were positively dreaded in tho shops, In 
his own words the owners would rot receive 
Scotch workmen, lest ' they should beoome 
proprietors,' n striking testimony to the 
Scotch power of getting on. Mies Bordett 
Coutta has obtained a private Act authorizing 
her to build a market-place in Belhnal 
Green, for tho convenience of the poor. The 
buildings are making much progress, and in 
a short time Bethnni Green alcno among 
London districts will havo a market where 
tho poor can cell to the poor undor shelter. 
Tho regular practice is tu make theo) sel) 
Bitting in the gutter. Miss Burdett (Joints 
deserves every eredi;, Lut we want to know 
why it should bo needful to authorize the 
opening of a market. Tho Great Eastern 
llailway is in tho Gazelle at last. A receiver 
has been appointed by tho Court of Chan 
eery, and the state of affairs feems to b- 
briefly this. There is a net revenuo of 
£900,000 a year, of which £500,000 Is ab- 
sorbed in the interest of debentures; There 
remains £-100,000 a year for preference and 
other share holders, but there are debts 
amounting to £3,000,000. The Court will 
pay these off in seven years, acd till then 
shareholders must go without anything. 
They may of course pay their debts by further 
borrowing, but they will have to pay XlMOV 
000 as interest, which will r.ot leave them 
much. They may, howiver, keep up their 
hearts. The Relorm Bill cannot block the 
road lor ever, and when it is out of the way 
Parliament will perhaps bo able to attend to 
tbem. Another failure or two,— and there 
are more to come, — will clear the atmosphere 
very much, and, meanwhile, who cares ubout 
tho clergymen, widows, children, and othei 
uninfluential people who aro rained? The 
Sheffield Outrage ConifiVissicncrs have ter- 
minated their labors. Certificates were 
granted to a number of persons who had 
confessed their oQences, tho first application 
boing on behalf of Broadhead, In his case 
costs woro refused. Certificates were 
granted also to Crookes, Hallam, and a 
number of others ; but in the case of Joseph 
Thompson, Secretary of the Scissor- grinders' 
Union, it was refused, the Chief Commission- 
er, Mr Overend, saying he did not believe he 
hid made a full di3c;o:U e. A monster meet- 
ing of the workiogmon of Sheffield was held 
on the 8th for the purpose ot espressing 
indignation at nutr.eroas tru.de outrages which 
havo been the suhject of inquiry by the 
Commission. In his address the Rev. I'. 
Stanton said that these disclosures called 
upon all members of trades unions so tu 
watch the management of their affairs and 
the use of their fuuds, that the money of men 
contributed for lawful purposes may never 
agaiu be perverted to the employment ol 
assassins and incendiaries, whose deeds ate an 
outrage to humanity. The Commissioners 
sitting in London, taking evidence as to the 
constitution and working of trade.,' unions 
generally, have witnessed a sort of quarrel, 
between Mr Roebuck and a mechanic named 
Conolly, both members of tho Commission. 
At a trades' union meeting Conolly had said 
it was not surprising that an outrage brought 
to light at Sheffield had taken place, seeing 
that tho town was represented in Parliament 
by ouch a man as Mr Roebuck. Conolly 
was called to account by Roebuck, and 
equivocated so much that the Commissioners 
desired Cotiollv to withdraw— ejected him, 
in point ol fact, from the Commission be- 
cause of tho freedom with which he had 
spoken of Mr Roebuck. The incident has 
provoked a good deal of comment. Th 
Lords have finally deoided that the title and 
estates of Breadalbana belong to Colonel 
Campbell of I xleni'ullooh, the present posses- 
sors. The eingle point of issue was the 
legality of his grandmother's marriage, lli.s 
grandfather took her away from her husband, 
C. Ludlow, an apothecary, and lived with 
her, without at any time performing any 
ceremony, lie called her, however, his wife 
which hail she been single would have made 
her so, and tho child was born alter Ludlow's 
death. Did a connection commencing in 
adultery become a marriage by mere lapso of 
time 7 The Lords held thai it did, Mr 
Campbell having in fact married (J. Ludlow's 
widow by a process known to Scotch lav,. 
What a number of fools thcro must be in the 
United Kingdom, that they oannotget a gen- 
eral law for the registration of marriage ? 
Birmingham seems to bo greatly agitated i.-y 
its coming election, and the Conservatives 
are moving heavcu and earth to return a 
Tory. Mr Bright has made a ",ro,it speech 
to his constituents in favour of filling up the 
late Mr Boholefield'a place by another Lib- 
eral, — Mr Di:;on being tho Liberal candidate 
before the election, — and ho puts hfa oiaim 
to havo a Liberal colleague assigned him 
rather Btrongly. " Woa he to be only nom- 
inally thoir representative i Was his an* 
jhority to be struck down by yokldg him to 
a colluiigiio whose vote wouM destroy the 
forco of his ? Bettor far that he should 
cease to be their representative or retire from 
Parliament, than that ho should cuiiaoat to 



speak and sit and vote with a divided and 
enfeebled authority." Mr. Bright is mist iken 
in thinking that, in his enso at least, his 
"authority" in Parliament depends much on 
his colleague. Mr Bright is much moro than 
the Members for Birmignham, and Mr Dixon's 
election would scarcely affect his personal 
influence Bensibly at all. But no doubt it 
would be an immense triumph for tho Con- 
servative party to return a Tory for Birming- 
ham, without even an enlarged constituency 
to experiment upon. It would Bhow that 
Mr Disraeli has converted even tho stannch- 
est Liberals by his " policy of legerdemain " 
into his adherents. Tne Emperor cf the 
Ftench has lately done one of theso acts 
which induce French workmen to pardon or 
even appreciate his regime. Ho had built 48 
houses, at a eost of £20,000, as mcdel houses 
for tho pocr, aud has now presented them a 
free gift to n co-operative society of working 
men for the construction of cheap dwellings. 
The money is nothing, but tho Emperor's 
good-will omuoths half the difficulties in tho 
way of thu society. Tho imposing collection 
of prelates and priests at Romo wua scattered 
somewhat rapidly. Tho cholera broko out, 
and tho railways could hardly carry the flying 
clergy. It is Enid that the tone ol the vast 
assembly Ins greatly strengthened tho Pope's 
resolve to call a General Council, and four- 
teen questions have been already prepared to 
be laid beloie them. Tho proposal to declare 
the Pope infallible has encountered, however, 
uu unexpected difficulty. The Italian priests, 
prelates and cardinals aliko opposo it, and 
denounou its foreign supporters as fanutics, 
moro Ultramontane thuu Rome. Italians 
cannot help being realists, and they eeo the 
Popo too clostly to believe that any divino 
iiJllatus can reside in him, exeunt in his official 
capacity as moulhpieco ol tho Church. Pius 
himself is not exempt from this realistic ten- 
dency. Tho Times' correspondent vouches 
for this story: — ''A colored priest, unac- 
quainted with Italian, knelt beforo him, and 
endeavored to express himself in Latin, 
though unsuccessfully. His Holiness then 
gave him his benodietion, adding, sollo vo'.e, 
' b'tijUo into, come sei bruttol' — 'My son, 
how ugly thou art!'" It is possible, appar- 
ently, that wo shall invade Abyssinia in the 
cold weather. Tho King rofuses absolutely 
to surrendar our messenger, Mr Kassaiu, tho 
Consul, tho missionaries, and tho English 
workmen whom he has seized, and Lord 
Stanley is getting tired of his insolenc?. 
East of Suez tho British subject must be 
either slave or Roman citizen, and Theodorus 
is to have but ono more chanoo. If he will 
surrender his captives at once, well ; if not, 
he will be dethroned by an expedition from 
Bombay. Ono British regimsnt, two troops 
of horse artillery, five regiments of Bombay 
infantry and the Scindo horso ought to be 
sufficient to upset u crowned savage whom 
his own people have already lonrnod to do- 
test. The expense will bo considerable, but 
most of it will fall fairly on India— for which 
alone we interfere in tho Red Sea — and the 
Iudiau commissariat never leaves its soldiers 
to starve, or die of want of clothes. The 
only point is, if India pays, to leave Sir John 
Lawrence to choose his man without Horse 
Guards' interference. 



The Gas Question, 

Messrs. Editors : — The communication 
upon "Cheap (las' 1 in tho Morning News 
of Sunday, will probably afford gratifica* 
tion to the shareholders of the Gas Co.; 
but it cannot well be expected to satisfy 
the gas consumers. Tl o "No Name'' 
correspondent is certainly frankness itself; 
he is full of confessions ; he admits that 
'gas in Victoria is much higher than in 
any other place we know of,' that 'gas is 
mi expensive luxury here,' and that he 
would ' bo glad to see the price reduced.' 
The only obstacle to a reduction to the 
.San Francisco price is the fact that the 
consumption in Victoria is far less than 
in Sun Francisco. 'I ho force of this ar- 
gument is however entirely broken by the 
acknowledgement 'that the expenses of 
working the institution hero is proportion- 
ally as great as it is in San Francisco.' 
of this there can be no doubt, for if the 
expenses arc in proportion to tho con* 
sumption, whilst the price of the raw 
material, coals, is higher in San Francisco 
than here, it necessarily follows that gas 
should be cheaper in Victoria than in S m 
Francisco. Possibly the writer of the 
communication, though a shareholder in 
the (J as Co., is a good deal out in his 
proportions. Satisfied with receiving his 
dividend of I \ per cent per mouth, and in 
happy ignorance of the expenses of man- 
agement, which display a luxuriance 
almost tropical in its intensity. Until 
tho chairtnun of the Gas Co. told the 
meeting the other evening, the gas con- 
sumers could but vaguely guess at the 
present position of the Co. From the 
figures given and statements made by Mr. 
Uraiiciiii, it appears that tho Gas Co. has 
expended about §8:2,000. The works 
were bail', upon tho calculation that Vic- 
toria was to be tho ' Venice of the 
Pacific,' that the city would grow and the 
consumption of gas would bo five or six 
timos as much as it now is. Part of the 
§82,000 is sunk in material not at present 
of any uso, .such as largo lots of iron pip- 
ing, fire bricks, lamp-posts, &c, The 
receipts for the past half-year woro about 
% 1 1 ,200 j the expenditure for coals, 
$1,500 ; engineer, $1,1320 ; collector, §1,- 
2110 ; wages and sundries, $1,700 ; total, 
$0,700 ; leaving a net profit for tho six 
months of $5,500. (These figures aro 
given from memory but may bo taken as 
roughly correct.) What strikes anyone 
upon looking tit these figures — there is, 
hy-tho-bye, a reserve fund of over $3,000 
— i i first, the satisfactory condition of the 
(Jo., considering the bad times ; and next, 
its wonderful prosperity eonsiderin j its 
expenditure. It will bo observed that 
the returns of tho Co. are about thoso of 
a moderate retail store ; yot it pays $1220 
per month to a manager to superintend 
idie manufacture of 10 Mi foot of gas per 
day, and f»;20O per month to a collector 
for collecting §1,000 I One would think 
the responsibility of collecting §1,900 
was not very excessive, and as for milk- 
ing cut gus bills, a juvenile knowledge, of 
arithmetic is sufficient, For a similar in- 
stance of oxpeusivo mumigcmout wo might 



search tho wholo world over and then 
havo to come back to our Custom's Dc~ 
partinct't to find a parallel. If an Hon. 
Collector of Customs is necessary, so per- 
haps also is nn Hon. Collector of Gas. 
It may be said that if the (Jus Co. likes 
to pay large salaries for small services as 
if it were a Colonial Government, tbat is 
its own business; gas consumers havo 
nothing to do with its good or bad man- 
agement. It is true thoy ought not to 
have ; but when the Co. is not guided in 
its charges by a fair comparison with 
other Gas Co.'s in different places ns to 
cost of production and extent of consump- 
tion, and bases its argument for an extra 
prico on the ground that a moderate price 
would not pay, it challenges public criti- 
cism upon iis management, becatiso upon 
tho way its business is conducted depends 
tho strength or feebleness of its position 
and its just or unjust treatment of tho 
public. 

From what the chairman said at the 
meeting tho other evening, it is evident 
that the Company calculate upon receiv- 
ing as large a dividend upon their capital 
of $82,000 its ir the expenditure of the 
whole of it had been necessary to supply 
Victoria with gus. Upon the face of it. 
the sum looks excessive, ft is safe to 
say §50,000 was ample to light up the 
city. If the company was disposed to 
speculate upon the growth of Victoria 
mid invest un extra §:.i2,000 in the future, 
well and good. It might have turned out 
an excellent speculation and greatly en- 
riched the Company, but. as things have 
gono the wrong way the $32,000 is sunk 
for tho present. Whose fault is it and* 
whose speculation is it? Surely not the 
gas consumers ! Why, then, are they 
called upon to pay a price for gas sulli- 
cient to pay colonial interest upon it ? 

But putting upon one side this matter 
concerning capital, there can be no ques- 
tion but that by economizing expenditure! 
aud reducing the price of gas to $5 the 
dividends of the Company could be 
actually increased. Why should gus be 
an expensive luxury here ? Why, with 
coals so cheap, should gas be too dear 
for general consumption '/ If gas was 
lowered to $5 moro would bum it, and 
those who bum it now would burn more 
of it. In many stores but half the 
burners are lighted, and in others a feeble 
jet or two servo ouly to 'make darkness 
visible.' 

" 'Tis light of which our shops aro scant ; 
More light, and cheaper, that wo want." 

If the price was but moderate the bril- 
liancy of our lending thoroughfares would 
dazzle the gas directors. Cur City 
Council would bo bored with petitions to 
put up the lamp-posts and light up the 
streets. At present nobody with a con- 
science and a gas bill could ask tho Coun- 
cil to touch gas at §7 50. 

It is an admitted fact that with a 
decreaso in prico follows an increased con- 
sumption. Putting the increase low, say 
20 per cent, the Company wouhl sell 
12 M. feet per day, at $5 per M., which 
would bring in for six months $10,800. 
To this add rent of metres, stile of cuke, 
&c, 8300, making the total receipts 
§11,100. For expenditure, coal-, $1,800; 
wages and sundries, as before, $1,700 ; 
manager (§120 per month,) $720 , col- 
lector (SS0,) 8480 ; total, $-1,700 ; leav- 
ing a profit of $0,100 for the six months. 
With regard to the salaries of manager 
aud collector it may be said the reduction 
is largo. Well, so are the salaries. The 
figures quoted represent very faintly the 
present rate of wages. The directors 
should be just to the gas consumers be 
fore they arc extra generous to their em- 
ployees. It is a good thing to be liberal, 
but not at the expense of other people. 
If the Company is determined to be gen- 
erous it can well afford something addi- 
tional to their manager and collector out 
of tho profit of $G, 100, which represents 
over l| per cent p?r month on their capi- 
tal of $82,000. With regard to the largo 
salaries, ono thing is very clear : tin! Com- 
pany can have no idea of continuing 
them ; for if the prico of gas is lowered 
tho Company will havo to economise 
like other people and pay like other 
pooplo ; and certainly if tb>e prico is 
not lowered tho consumption will be 
reduced, aftor tho 1st of October, at 
loast ono half, so tho same result must 
follow. 

H ad I not. trespassed so much upon 
your npaco I wouid like to havo said 
something upon tho prico of gas In 
differont pi uccs. Perhaps tho simple 
fact that gas is 75c. in London, 5 bits 
in Liverpool, und $1 02A in Melbourne, 
is sufficient to show that $7 50 in Vic- 
toria is af'tur all not, so much a subject 
for argument as a matlor for astonish- 
ment.

The Future of Canada ( 

(from the Toronto Olobo, July I2tta.) 

In tho cmrse of his tour, in tho naito of 
President Johnson, Mr Seward has several 
timos assured the crowds who gathered to 
welcome- him that if they only gave him a 
little time ho would bring under tho dominion 
of the starry ll.ig, not ouly Wulrussia, bat 
the wholo North American continent— that, 
in fact, beforo ho died, ho would pereh the 
American eaglo on the North Pole I Mr. 
Secretary Seward is famous for unfulfilled 
predictions. Ho prophtcied the.: in ubiety 
days from tho commencement of tho civil 
war the South would be subdued; and al- 
though tho folly oi hia prediction was marl,; 
manliest, long hofuro tho ninety days were 
out, ho did not hesitate a little later in 'he 
cantcst to make a somewhat similar state- 
ment which remained equally unfulfilled. 
Mr. Seward in, in short, a very sanguine and 
reokloss politician, fond of gratifying his 
countrymen by predictions which flatter 
their vanity at the moment, and careless of 
hia reputation as a man of judgment and 
forethought, Tho South was not subdued in 
the time that Mr. Seward predioted. Nor 
will the North Pole ever belong to iho 
American Government, and mill le^i the in- 
tervening ciuntry between tint delectable 
spot ami tho present Northern border of the 
Uuitud Staiea. Mr Seward might have 
learned enough by big past attempts to 
cooroo the people of British America, to 
have made him cautiou9 In hia predictions, 
Ho it wuu, who brought about the abolition 
ul reciprocity, fully believing that tho people 
of Canadu would rather bo annexed to iho I, 
United States than Buffer the loss of -interna- / 
tional trade. Tho reBult is that tho ubroga- | 
tiou of rce pnuity has douo no injury 'to I 
Canadian trad-', wuilu on tho other hand, it 



has dealt a serious blow to the United States, 
already fullering from a depressed commerce, 
and an enormous burden of taxation. Mr. 
Seward's second attempt in the purchase of 
Walruesia, has brought down upon him tho 
laughter of mankind, rod has not altered one 
whit tho determination ol tho people of 
British America, from Prince Edward 
Island to Vancouver, lo stand by the old 
flag to the lust man and to the last cartridge. 
Two such failures might have made Mr. 
Seward cautious ; but there are some men to 
whom experience does not bring wisdom. 
That. Mr Seward is determined to use every 
means in his power to bring theso Provinces 
within the American Union is unquestion- 
able; bu', fortunately his power and that of 
other Americau stalusmen in the promises ia 
extremely limi ad. hi his eirunero desire for 
the territorial aggrandizement of his country 
he is not followed by any large school of 
American statesmen, and particularly not by 
thofo ol bis own parly. The Bober senti- 
ment of tiie American peoplo is against the 
addition of more territory, and, moro particu- 
larly, against tho addition by force— tho 
mily means by which the anuexation of 
British America could possibly bo attained. 
After tho next Presidential election it is 
probable that Mr Seward will nirik into 
comparitivo obscurity, and we shall hear no 
more ol attempts to coerce us into a detested 
alliance, for it is ono of tho peculiuries of 
American polities that a man temporarily in 
otlico gives prominence to questions which 
fall utterly dead when he retired into private 
life. 

The bi.it answer to Mr Sawiud's boasted 
prediclioes ia to be found in the formal ap- 
plication of ttio Legislature of British Colum- 
bia to be admitted within thu Canadian 
Confederation. The lion Mr DeCoamos, in 
appearing before the recent Reform Convene 
eion in Toronto, stated no moro than tho 
tiuth when he declared that it was tho ear- 
nest desire of the whole peoplo of the Pacific 
Colonies to become part and parcel ol the 
now nationality. British Columbia is so far 
distant Irom us, BO few ot our citizeo3 have 
ever seen ii, so few ever hope to seo it, that 
it is difficult ut fi.r.-t i>> reuliza the possibility 
of an immediate union beuvoen the Pacific 
and Atlantic colonies. It does look, at first 
sight, "we are w lling to admit, a thing for thu 
distant future, but the people of British 
Columbia do not view tho matter in this 
light, and, as they have the deepest interest 
in it, they aro the best j udu'es of the rapidity 
with whiub the union may be effected. They 
are perfectly prepared to receive a Lieuten- 
ant- Governor from our Confederate Cuvern- 
inent, to come under cur ti-oal system, and 
take part in the work ot opening communica- 
tions ucrosj the continent. To tho objection 
of tho distance they give no weight. They 
think little of a jnurnoy to England upon the 
basiiiOFs ef the Cuiuny, and the journey to 
Canada is much shorter, They see ia a 
union witli the Canadian Confederation more a 
settled and solid state of existence than thoir 
present position as an independent Colony of 
Great Britain. They look to our peoplo to 
increase their population and find a greater 
sympathy with their peculiar position in this 
country than in England. We, on tho oilier 
hand, anxious as we arc to nbaurb and open 
up '.bo territory lying between us and the 
Kooky Mountains, will find it a great advan- 
tage to Lo politically connected with the 
Pacific coast. If we see coining to our Leg- 
islatures eyery year rcpiosoutativea from 
Vancouver Island and British Columbia it 
will make the settlement ol tho intermediate 
country uppa.ir a much moro easy thing than 
it serins at present. There may be objec- 
tions made, disputes may arise about the 
terms upon which the Paeifiu oolonies shall 
bo admitted to the Cooled. ration, but none 
which cannot be removed by liberality and 
kindliness on both sides. U'e should receive 
with the utmost good feeling tho approaches 
made by our brethren on the Pacific. Wo 
should welcome them as brothers and co- 
workers with us in the great task of building 
up a new nationality on this continent, su- 
pplier, we hope, to that which exists south of 
the Province line ; but at all events of a 
different type, and nut to be confonnded or 
mixed with the other. The Union with Brit- 
i.ih i oluinbia is the best answer lo tho boast- 
ings ot Mr Seward, and the best bulwark 
against the acquisition of Walrussia. Let us 
make a junction with the Pacific coast — let 
us establish a strong and equitable Govern- 
til: u t — and beiore many years tiie au'horhiis 
at Washington will In: very well pleased to 
cell us Walrussia lor a much less Bum lhau 
tii i' which they have paid to the Russian 
Government.

British Columbia. — The Immigration 
Pamphlet issued in Loudon by J. U 
Churchill, Into of Victoria, Vancouver Island, 
and J Uooper, (late?) Chief Clerk of the 
Treasury of British Columbia, (before alluded 
to iu these columns,) hus reached its tenth 
thousand. The writers any "that 3,953 acres 
of country laud in this colony Wi re sold iu 
the year 1866. hi that year about £-14,000 
were expended in opening and improving 
roads ; ICO miles of wagon and sleigh road 
were opened for truliio in the year, and 375 
miles of pack trail, making the extent of road 
open for Iruiili! at the end of tho year 560 
miles of waggon and sleigh road, and 803 
miles of paelc trail. It i3 calculated that 
British Columbia contains about 280,000 
Bqunre miles, or 179,200,000 acres, of which 
up to O:tob..-r, 1866, only about 00 000 
acres wore settled by white men. The col- 
ony is considerably more than double the six; 
of the United Kingdom. Tho irregular 
character of the country, broken up us it is 
by high and tugged mountain ranges, makes 
it very difficult of exploration: but it has 
baen ascertained that besides the valley ol 
tbo Fruser there is much land available for 
pnrslurag;e ou tho high plateaus, and at the 
foot of tho western slopes of the Rooky 
Mountains, which lorra the custom boundary 
of the colony.
